I'/Ir.  Ch'iiirman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Health  Report  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1938. 

The  Regislrar  General’s  mid  year  estimate  of  _opulation  showed 
a decrease  of  20,  half  the  corresponding  figure  for  the  previous  year. 
¥ith  the  construction  work  proceeding  in  the  District  there  should  be 
a considerable  reversal  of  this  trend  in  depopulation  in  the  years 
ahead. 


There  was  an  increase  of  3 in  the  number  of  live  births  and  one 
still  birth  (2  in  1957).  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was 
reduced  from  6 to  2.  Infant  mortality  remained  at  the  same  level  as 
the  previous  yeors,  viz.  1. 

There  were  5 fewer  deaths  than  in  1957*  Tiierc  were  no  deaths  from 
Tuberculosis  {2  in  prevxous  year)  but  the  number  of  deaths  from  caiicer 
V7as  increased  by  3*  Cancer  of  the  limg  was  the  cause  of  death  in 
6 cases  (none  in  1957). 

The  nev;  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  again  shown  an 
iH5>rovcment  in  the  condition,  maintaining  the  steady  fall  of  previous 
years,  1955:  17,  1956:  9,  1957:7,  1958:3. 

There  was  a minor  epidcLiic  of  measles  end  11  cases  of  primaiy 
influenzal  pneumonia  xrero  notified.  (9  in  1 957). 

No  cases  of  food,  poisoning  were  notified#
